The  Sears  Family  of  Rowan  County,  K,C,,  Nicholas  County,  • j  Indiana, 
and  Missouri,  is  descended  from  JOHANNES  ZAIIER,  from  the  Germdn  Canton  of 
Switzerland.  He  was  a  Religious  Refugee,  belonging  to  the  Lunknrd  Church, 
seeking  Religious  Liberty  in  the  iiew  world.  He  settled  with  his  family  in 
Lancaster  County,  Ta. ,  about  1740,  lived  at  Ephrata  for  a  while  and  removed 
thru  Maryland  to  the  Yadkin  Valley  in  North  Carolina  where  ho  died.

Before  proceeding  with  transcribing  the  r ©mining  notes  on  the  family 
of  David  Sears,  it  seems  to  be  in  order  to  digest  soma  notes  which  hive  just 
been  received  (Nay  15,  1942}  from  Lisker  Adana  on,  of  Williams,  Indiana.  The 
Doyen  of  the  Lawrence  County  Adamson  Clan  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  within 
decent  months,  seeking  information  on  these  old  Adamson,  Kora,  Sears  and  ox  her 
related  families  by  furbishing  up  wauviier—worn  epitaphs  in  ola  neighbor  hood 
comet eries.  He  has  sent  a  list  o  f  birth,  dates  on  all  thu  children  of  David. 
Sears,  which  I  believe  are  based  on  information  gained  from  epitaphs# 


The  seven  dates  which  concern  the  seven  children  of  David  Bears  and 
Anna  Kern,  will  be  given  herewith.  The  remaining  dates  will  be  incorporated 
with  the  following  notes  relative  to  the  children  concerned. 

Mr,  Adamson  states  that  the  twins,  Peter  H.  end  J.R. Sears,  were  children 
of  Hannah  Rainey,  the  second  wife  of  David  Sears.  If  the  above  date,  April  10, 
1824,  is  the  correct  date  for  the  death  of  Anna  Kern,  it  would  appear  that  the 
twins  were  the  children  of  *nna  Kern,  and  that  she  died  as  the  result  of  illness 
following  childbirth.  She  was  still  a  young  woman,  barely  past  30  years  of  age. 


The  marriage  vfith  Hannah  Rainey  speedily  followed  the  death  ox  Anna  Kern 
because  of  the  stern  necessity  for  a  gentle  hand  to  care  for  the  seven  young 
children,  particularly  the  infant  twine.
